Primero, Colo, Feb. I. 8 a. m.—More than 


in the Primero mine of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company at 4:30 yesterday afternoon. 
\The bodies of seventy-nine victims were 
fodnd piled in a mass at the foot of the air 
shaft shortiy after midnight this morning. 
When the explosion occurred the men evi- 
dently made a rush (o escape through the 
air shaft and were suffocated aa they ne 
with each other for freedom. 

lt ia shown by the timekeeper’s records 
that there were 140 men in the mine at the 
time of the explosion. The main hatt of 
the mine is completely wrecked. 

Only one man has been found alive. He 
badly injured and has not been identified, 


Three Killed in Mouth of Pit. 
Three men were killed at the mouth of the 
mine slope by the foree of the explosion.

MONOXIDE GAS THE CAUSE.

Generated by Improper Installation of 
Heater in Bathroom. 


Doubt as to cause of the death of Mrs. 
Ida Lundgren, whose body was found in a 
bathroom in the house of Carl Wank, 1921 
Cornelia street, was dispelled yesterday 
when a coroner’s jury decided it was due to 
monoxide poisoning. The jury further de- 
cided that polsoning resulted from the use 
of an improperly installed instantaneous 
water heater. | 

The effect of monoxide poisoning, accord- 
ing to Dr. Henry G. W. Reinhardt, i simflar 
to eephyxiation. It is caused by the con- 
sumption of ali of the oxygen im the air, in 
this instance by the fire in the gas heater. 

The jury's verdict reads in part: Death 
was caused by carbon monoxide gas evolved 


in too rapid combuation by blue flame of the. 


instantaneous water ter in a bathroom

Gives Rise to Speculation.

Louisa Beresford, youngest daughter of the first Lord 
Decies, Anglican archbishop of Tuam.+ Thomas Hope 
was homely, whereas his wife was famous for her 
loveliness. A French artist named Dubost painted 
their portraits, on the chance of selling it to the origi- 
nals, but failing to do so exhibited the painting under 
the title of “Beauty and the Beast,” for which dis- 
play of gallantry he was mulcted in heavy damages 
and éosts, after a trial which developed into a cause 
célébre. 

‘Their son, young Thomas Hope, was the father of 
the dowager duchess of Newcastle, and it is from 
him that the present duke’s younger brother and heir 
inherited the great Hope fortune, now squandered, 
along with the famous Hope blue diamond, on the 
condition that he substitute the name of Hope for 
his. patronymic. of Pelham-Cliaton. That is why he 1s 
known today as Lord Francis Hope. The diamond, 
after haVing, brought misfortune to most of its pos- 
sessors, \ 48 „ it i alleged, at the tom of the 
sea | alts vr oe the wreck of the 
Frent Seyne.

to Vienna, the Metternich palace, on the Rennweg 
almost opposite the Botanical garden, became the cen- 
ter of all social life and activity on the banks of the 
Danube, the great world gladly submitting to the 
leadership of the princess, who, although near 80 
years of age, still retains it i her hands. The pal- 
ace became celebrated for the splendor and the origi- 
nality of its entertainments, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to assert that it remained until the death of the 
princess’ husband in 1895, the hub of Austrian so- 
ciety. 

On Prince Richard’s demise she was compelled, 
greatly to her disgust, to surrender the palace to her 
husband's younger brother, the late Prince Paul, with 
whom her relations had all along been strained. She 
did not receive much consideration at his hands and 
he made himself so disagreeable in taking over the 
entalled property that she sought and obtained from 
the @mperor permission to use her father’s name of 
Sandor in addition to that of Metternich, sd that there 
might be no confusion between herself and her broth- 
er-in-law's wife. The Austrian grand monde sided 
almost unanimously with Princess Pauline, followed 
her to her new home in the Fasangasse at Vienna, 
and completely abandoned the Metternich palace, 
which has been comparatively deserted ever since. 

Not long afterward financial misfortunes overtook 
Prince Paul. He was absolutely ruined by means of 
unfortunate speculations and extravagance, and was. 
compelied to sell every bit of his property that did 
not happen to be actually entailed.’ Moreover, he in- 
curred the wrath of the court of Vienna in connec- 
tion with a piece of gross tactlessness, to call it noth- 
ing worse, in connection with a foreign prince, to 
which it is unnecessary to make more than passing 
reference here. Overwhelmed by his misfortunes, he 
died about four years ago, a few weeeks after the 
marriage of his son Clement, to the daughter of the 
duchess of San Carlos, at Madrid.

Practically no codperation at present can 
be expected of the signatories as regards the 
enforcement of our immigration laws, with 
2 some of the powers are to be found out 

of sympathy. The procuration of innocent 
women and girls for purposes of debauchery 
seldom, if ever, has come to the attention of 
the bureau, and as it is the purpose of the 
treaty to prevent such Ata res se the 
treaty’s usefulness ends there. 


Bureau Needs Enlarged Powers. 


Even with the passage of new legisiation, 
with stringent provisions, this bureau, “which 
has deen designated by the government in the 

this traffic, will not be in pos- 
tion properly to enforce the same without 
specific financial provision being madé which 
will permit of an unremitting warfare against 
the evil throughout the country as a whole 
end not in isolated portions alone, this war- 
fare being restricted, of course, to aliens.” 

After the ratification of the treaty, the 
bureau of immigration sent letters to the 
proper officials in France, England, Ger- 
many, Austria-Hufgary, Belgium, Spain, 
Russia, Portugal, Sweden, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Canada, Bermuda, and Brazil to ascer- 
tain the degree of codperation to be expected 
of the signatory powers. : 

The net result of the replies was that no co- 
operation could be looked for except in spe- 
cific Instances. The reasons for this were 
aoa among them being the lack of legal au- 
thority. 


Nurope Lenient to Women. 


“But the principal reason, says Mr. 
Keefe, seems to lie in the public attitude 
toward those women who make prostitution 
a business, the idea being that the govern- 
ment hae no right to interfere with those who 
follow euch a life from choice. 

An agent of the bureau who visited Eng- 
land, Belgium, Austria, France, Germany, 
Russia, and Roumanie reached the conclu- 
sion that there is no such thing as an inter- 
national organization—that fs, a close cor- 
poration—having for its object the exploita- 
tien of women in various countries by means 
of the practice of prostitution.” 

This agent reports that innocent women 
or girls rarely are imported into this coun- 
try; the great bulk of the women come in as 
the mistresses of individuals and subsequent- 
ly adopt or are forced into — life of public 
shame. Innocent victins, the report says, 
are selected by procurers in this country.

The commissioners of of Lincoln park, Chicago, 


have lost their case in the Supreme court 
against the Westrumite Company of Amer- 


‘| ia. The court today declined to grant a writ 


of certiorari, which would have brought the 
case to Washington for final adjudication. 
Thus the decision of che Circuit Court of Ap- 
peale will stand. This decision was against 
the park commissioners. 

The case involved an alleged Violation of a 
patent belonging to the Westrumite com- 
pany. The commissioners used a preparation 
on the park roads which was alleged by the 
Westrumite company to be an infringement 
upon its patents. The park commissioners 
sought an order from the Supreme court upon 
the ground that the Westrumite patent 1a 
not specific in its use of the word solution “' 
in defining the article to which its patent is 
applied. The brief submitted in behalf of the 
commissioners showed that the word “ emul- 
sion’ was the one which fitted the meaning 
and the Circuit court said that emulsion 
was the thing. 


Circuit Court Ignores Plea, 
But the Circuit court held that this little 
juggling of words didn’t bother it any, and 


| that consequently it could pass upon the 


case on its merits without the complainant 
explaining at length that solution in this 
case meant the same as “emulsion.” «| 

But the park commissioners wanted the 
Westrumite people to say what they meant. 
Their lawyers argued that much of the un- 
certainty in the interpretation of patents is 
due to failure to use the specific language. 
And they asked the Supreme court to make 
this one great precedent and to teach the 
Westrumite company and all others in a like 
case that when they meant emulsion *’ 
they should not say solution.“ 

Now the Supreme court is something of a 
stickier for lan „ but it reckoned in this 
instance that the k commissioners of Chi- 
cago had advanced to that state of literary 
excellence to which ordinary justices of the 
Supreme court could not follow them. And 
so they let the Westrumite company beat the 
commissioners on the infringement suit 
without a chance to make one last ditch fight 
before the highest tribunal in the land.
